O McCallum rejects government’s statement that gambling 
document couldn’t be released due to methodology errors 
O Labour department reviewing report, formal response coming 


A draft report on the social and 
economic impacts of gambling 
that was shelved about 18 
months ago by the Nova Scotia 
government should be released, 
says the province’s freedom of 
information review officer. 

The government refused to 
provide the document a year ago, 
saying it wasn’t being released 
because of problems with its 
research techniques. 

The Canadian Press and an 
anti-gambling group appealed to 
the review officer in a bid to get 
the report released by the Depart¬ 
ment of Labour and Advanced 
Education. 

In her report, Dulcie McCal¬ 
lum recommends the release of 
the full draft report. 

She rejects the province’s 
argument the document is 
exempted under the freedom of 
information law because it might 
provide advice, recommenda¬ 


tions or draft regulations to a cab¬ 
inet minister or public body. 

The final draft of the report 
was submitted by a consultant in 
September 2009, a couple of 
months before his contract was 
terminated under the direction 
of the province’s NDP govern¬ 
ment. 

It was expected to delve into 
the costs to society of gambling 
addiction tied to video lottery ter¬ 
minals. 

The consultant who wrote the 
report, Mark Anielslci, has reject¬ 
ed criticisms of his methods. 
Anielslci says he suspects the 
study was killed because it 
focused on social problems 
linked to the use of VLTs and casi¬ 
no slot machines. 

The province has said about 
$99.5 million of its $146 million 
in gambling revenues in 2009-10 
came from VLTs.

Frustration within Nova 
Scotia’s environmentalist 
community boiled over as 
Natural Resources Minis¬ 
ter Charlie Parker ad¬ 
dressed a rally outside 
Province House yesterday. 

The crowd, composed 
of representatives from a 
number of different envi¬ 
ronmental groups, shout¬ 
ed “we don’t believe you” 
as Parker promised to re¬ 
lease the province’s 


much-delayed natural-re¬ 
sources strategy soon. 

“Our natural resources 
strategy is going to be out 
very shortly, this spring,” 
Parker said. The crowd 
shouted: “When.” 

“Within the next few 
weeks, absolutely, you’re 
going to see that,” he 
replied. 

The rally began at a 
nearby hotel, where 53 
environmental groups led 
by the Ecology Action 
Centre held a press con¬ 
ference.

ting by 50 per cent over 
five years, removing large 
biomass projects from the 
province’s renewable en¬ 
ergy plan and moving 
along with the govern¬ 
ment’s plan to protect 12 
per cent of the province’s 
landmass. 

“We are hear today be¬ 
cause we are getting in¬ 
creasingly frustrated 
because it seems like (the 
NDP) have lost their way 
on the environmental 
agenda,” said Mark Butler, 
policy director for EAC.

The man who was shot in 
Dartmouth on Tuesday was 
sent back to jail when he 
got out of the hospital. 

A 25-year-old man was 
hit with one of the several 
bullets that ripped through 
the area of Kennedy and 
Roleilca drives at 3:15 p.m. 
He was inside an SUV when 
he was hit. 

When police arrived on 
scene, they found the SUV 
and performed a “high- 
risk takedown” because 
weapons were involved, 
said Const. Brian Palmeter 
of Halifax Regional Police. 
The injured man was

taken to hospital and the 
SUV’s two other occupants 
were taken into police cus¬ 
tody for questioning and 
were later released. 

“All three people ques¬ 
tioned were not forthcom¬ 
ing with information,” 
Palmeter said. 

Palmeter said when the 
victim was released from 
hospital, his parole was re¬ 
voked and he was sent back 
to the Central Nova Correc¬ 


tional Facility in Dart¬ 
mouth early yesterday 
morning. 

But Palmeter had more 
information as to what 
happened on Tuesday. He 
said it appears a group of 
people on foot were in¬ 
volved in the shooting and 
not another vehicle. 

“We’re trying to deter¬ 
mine if the shots were fired 
back and forth,” Palmeter 
said. 

Police received a num¬ 
ber of witness reports of 
people and cars leaving the 
scene, but Palmeter said in¬ 
vestigators are trying to de¬ 
termine which reports 
involve suspects and which 
involve people fleeing for 
their safety. 


Fomier businessman gets 
18 months for sex crimes 


A former Nova Scotia busi¬ 
nessman was sentenced 
yesterday to 18 months in 
jail after being found guilty 
of four sex-related charges 
involving boys in the 1970s. 

Ernest Fenwick Macin¬ 
tosh, 67, was convicted of 
two counts each of gross in¬ 
decency and indecent as¬ 
sault involving two of three 
complainants in the case. 
Chief Justice Joseph 
Kennedy of Nova Scotia’s 
Supreme Court found Mac¬ 
intosh not guilty on six oth¬ 
er charges earlier this year. 

The prosecution asked 
for a two-year sentence for 
Macintosh, who was arrest¬ 
ed in India in 2007 and ex¬ 
tradited. 

The trial was Macin¬ 
tosh’s second on sex-crimes 
charges. 

In the earlier trial, Mac¬ 
intosh was found guilty of 
13 counts of indecent as-

sault and gross indecency 
involving two com¬ 
plainants and was sen¬ 
tenced to four years in 
prison, although he was 
given more than two years’ 
credit for time already 
served.

He is appealing those 
convictions. 

Kennedy ordered that 
both sentences be served 
consecutively. 

Outside court yesterday, 
Crown attorney Diane Mc¬ 
Grath said no credit was 
given to Macintosh in the 
18-month sentence he was 
given at his second trial be¬ 
cause it was used at his first 
trial. 

“So there was no further 
remand time to be credited 
to these particular offences, 
therefore the 18 months as 
imposed by Justice Kennedy 
is 18 months,” she said.

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Halifax scores too 
low to net NHL team 


O City’s lack of a facility and small 
population shut out hockey hopes

A new study all but wipes 
out the far-fetched dream 
of a National Hockey 
League team ever coming 
to Halifax. 

The study, published on 
Tuesday by a research cen¬ 
tre at the University of 
Toronto, says Canada could 
accommodate as many as 
six additional teams, but es¬ 
sentially rules out Halifax 
and Saskatoon after an eval¬ 
uation of 10 markets. 

“I don't think Halifax 
hockey fans should be wait¬ 
ing for the team moving 
van to show up this sum¬ 
mer,” said co-author Tony 
Keller. 

The study, titled The 
New Economics of the NHL, 


gave Halifax a C, the lowest 
grade among the 10 mar¬ 
kets. Saskatoon finished 
slightly ahead with a C- 
plus. 

While Halifax received 
an F for its lack of an NHL- 
calibre facility, Keller said 
its relatively small popula¬ 
tion hurt it the most. Popu¬ 
lation factors counted as 60 
per cent of the overall 
grade while the facility was 
weighted at just five per 
cent. 

The study says Toronto, 
Vancouver and Montreal 
could support second 
teams, while Winnipeg, 
Quebec City and Southern 
Ontario — one of Hamilton, 
London or Kitchener-Water- 
loo — are the best new mar¬ 
kets for teams.

O French debate’s a donnybrook 
as four leaders take off the gloves 



Fireworks lit up the 
Ottawa sky last night — 
and there were fireworks 
inside the conference cen¬ 
tre where the televised 
French-language leaders’ 
debate took place. 

After Tuesday’s compar¬ 
atively stiff and staid Eng¬ 
lish debate, the four 
leaders ramped up the 
rhetoric in a French-lan¬ 
guage donnybrook. 

Stephen Harper’s under¬ 
standing of Canada’s sys¬ 
tem of government came 
under sustained attack and 
an exchange on the legiti¬ 
macy of coalitions was just 
the beginning of a sharp- 
elbowed evening. 

The effectiveness of cor¬ 
porate tax cuts, the federal 
long-gun registry, the Tory 
agenda on crime, harmo¬ 
nized sales taxes — and 
the import of “Republican 
values” from the U.S. — 
made for a rather less com¬ 
fortable evening for the 
front-running prime min¬ 
ister.

“Quebecers are con¬ 
cerned about other issues.” 
Duceppe pounced. 

“In 2011 it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter anymore? Is that what 
you’re saying?” he said. 

“That’s the same thing 
Pierre Trudeau was saying 
back in 1976.” 

The fiery exchange al¬ 
lowed Harper to get off 
perhaps his best line of an 
evening otherwise domi¬ 
nated by his opponents. 

He has been pounding 
on the hypothetical sce¬ 
nario of a Liberal-NDP-Bloc 
coalition. 

“Imagine, ladies and 
gentlemen,” he said, look¬ 
ing directly into the cam¬ 
era, “another minority 
parliament with these 
three parties trying to 
form a government. 

“The same old constitu¬ 
tional and linguistic squab¬ 
bles.”

O Expect loonie to stay high for 
next few years, central bank says 


The Canadian economy is 
entering a period of slow 
growth under the heavy 
burden of a strong dollar, 
Bank of Canada Governor 
Mark Carney warns. 

The dollar’s impact on 
trade, particularly exports, 
is a key reason Carney ex¬ 
pects the economy to slow 


sharply in the next two 
years after a 4.2 per cent 
growth spurt in the first 
quarter of this year. Other 
factors are a tapped-out 
consumer and government 
spending restraint. 

The bank says the second 
quarter will see growth 
slow to two per cent, in part 
because of auto-sector dis¬ 
ruptions caused by the 
Japanese earthquake.

The 
cartel was started when 
the companies were in 
joint talks on how to cut 
down on packaging, the 
EU’s Competition Com¬ 
missioner said. They 
agreed not to reduce 
prices even though the 
packages were smaller. 
The cartel lasted from 
January 2002 until March 
2005. 

The detergent case is 
the third cartel case the 
commission decided to 
settle this year. A settle¬ 
ment leads to lower fines 
but cuts down on investi¬ 
gation costs.

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The broken clock had per¬ 
fect timing. 

Twenty Twelve, a satiri¬ 
cal BBC sitcom about the 
London Olympics, kicked 
off last month with an 
episode that saw organizers 
unveil a baffling back¬ 
wards-running clock count¬ 
ing down to the start of the 
Games. 

Life soon imitated art. 

A real clock installed in 
London’s Trafalgar Square 
— hours before the show’s 
launch — to tick down the 
500 days to the opening 
ceremony stopped dead the 
veiy next day. It was several 
hours before engineers got 
it going again. 

It was priceless free pub¬ 
licity for the BBC’s Twenty 
Twelve, which has become 
must-watch television for 
those involved with organ¬ 
izing the Games — and 
anyone who has ever won¬ 
dered whether London’s 
creaky infrastructure can 
cope with an Olympic-sized 
challenge. 

Each week on the show 
is an exercise in Murphy’s 
Law: An athlete hired to 
help whip up excitement 
about the Games turns out 
to be phenomenally bor¬ 
ing. 

Each indignity is en¬ 
dured by a team of well- 
meaning but befuddled 
managers and a perky

T ourists flock to 
Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil’s second 
largest city, to 
see the giant 
statue of Christ 
the Redeemer, dance the 
samba and cheer their 
favourite team at Maracana 
Stadium, one of the world’s 
largest football arenas. 

The city has also provid¬ 
ed the backdrop for many 
movies, including this 
weekend’s animated 
feature Rio, the stoiy of a 
domesticated macaw 
(voiced by The Social 
Network’s Jesse Eisenberg) 
from small-town Minneso¬ 


ta who follows the bird of 
his dreams to the carnival 
city. 

Rio has been a go-to loca¬ 
tion for filmmakers for 
years.

In The Producers, the 
crooked wannabe embez¬ 
zlers plan to fly to Rio once 
they have bilked Broadway 
out of a million bucks.

Decking is the No. 1 
home renovation project 
of choice, says Liz Martin, 
a project guide with 


Rona, which offers 
customers free in-store 
deck designs, from basic 
to sophisticated, in an as¬ 
sortment of materials. 

“Spring is about 
extending your living 
space,” says Martin. 
“You’re opening your 


doors and making the 
outside inviting.” 

A basic pressure-treat¬ 
ed 10-by-l O-foot deck will 
cost around $1,000 for 
the do-it-yourselfer; a 20- 
by-2 0-foot deck would 
run $2,800. 

A decking material 


homeowners should con¬ 
sider, says Martin, is 
interlocldng stone, which 
is maintenance free, has a 
longer lifespan than 
wood and generally offers 
more privacy as stone 
platforms are typically 
built lower to the ground.

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The fine art of pruning 


O Clematis is one of the earliest vines to green up in the spring O But 
there’s confusion about whether this woody plant should be pruned 


There’s a lot to like about 
clematis, one of the earli¬ 
est vines to green up in the 
spring. It’s easy to grow, 
blooms in profusion and is 
hardy, with some varieties 
lasting more than 50 years. 

Yet there remains a great 
deal of confusion about 
when — or even if — these 
plants should be pruned. 

“If you have vines that 
grow 20 feet a year, they 
likely will be blooming in 
your neighbour’s yard and 
not your own,” said Linda 
Beutler, curator of the 
Rogerson Clematis Collec¬ 
tion at West Lynn, Ore., 
and author of Gardening 
with Clematis. “The reason 
for pruning is to keep 
them under control.” 

The tops get bulky and 


the bottoms appear bare if 
you don’t prune clematis 
plants every two or three 
years, Beutler said. 

There are more than 
250 clematis species and 
even more hybrids. 

People new to gardening 
often are intimidated by 
pruning, but the clematis 
groupings are pretty 
straightforward, said Sandy 
Feather, a commercial hor¬ 
ticulture specialist with 
Penn State Cooperative Ex¬ 
tension in Pittsburgh. 

“If you know which cul- 
tivar you have, (then) a lot 
of charts on the Internet 
can help show you when 
you should be pruning,” 
Feather said. 

With clematis, you ig¬ 
nore pruning at your peril, 


said Dennis Patton, a horti¬ 
culture agent with Kansas 
State University Research 
and Extension at Olathe. 
“Left untended, they will 
grow into a tangled mass 
of vines mixed with new 
growth. They will be un¬ 
ruly looking. Difficult to 
manage,” he said. 

Pruning the tops of the 
plants brings blooms back 
down to eye level, Patton 
said. “If in doubt, don’t 
prune before flowering.” 

There are many ways to 
kill clematis, but pruning 
isn’t one of them, Beutler 
said. “Even if you prune at 
the wrong time, the only 
thing that will happen is 
that you’ll set the blooms 
back by a year.”

Clematis 


► Group A: Vigorous spring¬ 
blooming varieties, includ¬ 
ing Alpina, Armandii and 
Montana varieties. They 
should be pruned as soon 
as they finish blooming. 

► Group B: Large flowered 
hybrids, such as Nelly 
Moser, Miss Bateman and 
Henryi. Prune the tops 
lightly in February or 
March. They can be given a 
second cutting immediate¬ 
ly after flowering. 

► Group C: Late bloomers, 
including the iconic Jack- 
mani, the Perle d'Azur and 
Duchess of Albany. They 
should be pruned in late 
winter or early spring.

Brent Andrews has devel¬ 
oped a reputation in hock¬ 
ey circles as a “details” 
kind of guy. 

Not a guy who will car¬ 
ry a team offensively, or a 
guy who will wow fans 
with highlight-reel plays. 
But a guy who takes care 
of his defensive responsi¬ 
bilities, controls the puck 
along the boards, and wins 
important faceoffs. 

It was attention to de¬ 
tail that Andrews focused 
on with the Halifax Moose- 
heads this season — and 
attention to detail that 
earned him a spot on 
Canada’s roster at the IIHF 
World Under-18 Champi¬ 
onship starting today in 
Germany. 

“Even though I didn’t 
have a lot of points this 
year, maybe not as many 
as some might have 
hoped, I wanted to im¬ 
prove little aspects of my 
game,” Andrews said. “I 
tried to work on those and 
improve every day. I think 
that went pretty well so 
I’m happy with that.” 


The 18-year-old from 
Hunter River, P.E.I., draft¬ 
ed 15th overall by the 
Mooseheads in 2009, saw 
his point total climb from 
16 to 29 in his second 
QMJHL season, producing 
12 goals and 17 assists in 
68 games. 

Perhaps his most im¬ 
pressive statistic as a 17- 
year-old was his 633 
faceoff wins, putting him 
11th in the league and giv¬ 
ing him a success rate of 
55.1 per cent. 

The six-foot-one 198- 
pounder will be asked to 
win some key faceoffs for 
Canada, which opens the 
U-18 tournament tomor¬ 
row against Martin Frlc 
and the Czech Republic. 

Andrews has spent the 
past week skating on 
Canada’s fourth line with 
Ontario Hockey League 
product Alan Quine and 
QMJHL rookie of the year 
Charles Hudon. 

“Every team that comes 
here wants to win a gold 
medal,” he said. “I think 
we have a really good 
team, with a lot of hard¬ 
working guys. If we can 
come together, we can do 
anything.”
